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WORLD  CATTLE  HIDE,  CALF  MD  KIP 
SKIN  PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE,  1970 

Cattle  hide  production  in  60  selected  countries  in  1970  remained  basically 
unchanged  from  the  previous  year  at  about  I78  million  pieces.     This  level  of 
production  represents  about  a  10  percent  gain  over  the  I96I-65  period.  The 
United  States ,  Argentina,  and  Brazil  each  produced  about  1  million  pieces  less 
than  in  I969.     This  vas  offset  largely  by  recovery  in  Soviet  production  of  2.1 
million  pieces  in  1970  from  the  depressed  19^9  level.     World  production  esti- 
mates for  1971  shov  a  .3  percent  increase.     The  small  rise  reflects  the  lov  1 
percent  increase  in  U.S.  hide  production  to  hi. 9  million  pieces  and  a  sharp 
drop  in  production  of  22  percent  in  Argentine  production  to  about  10  million 
pieces.     U.S.  production  should  spurt  3.5  percent  in  1972,  but  Argentine  pro- 
cuction  is  difficult  to  predict. 

Cattle  hide  exports  from  20  major  countries  rose  2.2  percent  in  1970  after 
increasing  6.1  percent  in  I969.     Exports  during  1970  of  2.25  billion  pounds  vere 
35.2  percent  over  the  I96I-65  period.'    The  U.S.  share  of  this  total  reached  hi 
percent  in  1970  and  Argentina's  share  decreased  to  15  percent.     Australia  is 
becoming  a  more  important  factor  in  this  export  trade  vith  exports  of  15^  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1970.     Japan  remained  the  world's  largest  cattle  hide  importer 
in  1970,  taking  U66  million  pounds.     Italy,  in  second  place,  took  395  million 
pounds.     The  USSR  vas  the  third  largest  importer,  accounting  for  I80  million 
pounds  during  1970.

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Cattle  Hide  Production 


Total  bovine  hide  and  skin  production  throughout  the  world,  as  measured  by 
cattle,  calf,  and  buffalo  slaughter  in  selected  countries,  totaled  about  I78 
million  pieces  in  1970.    While  this  production  was  about  10  percent  over  the 
1961-65  average,  it  wa^  below  the  record  I83  million  pieces  in  I968  and  basi- 
cally unchanged  from  I967  and  I969  levels .     The  steady  slide  in  calf  skin 
production  accelerated  in  1970  with  a  6  percent  decline  from  the  previous  year. 
Europe  still  accounted  for  nearly  half  of  the  recorded  calf  skin  production  of 
28.6  million  pieces  in  1970.     Because  of  the  continuing  trend  to  fatten  cattle 
to  maturity  in  feed  yards,  U.S.  calf  skin  production  fell  to  h.9  million  pieces 
in  1970,  1^  percent  below  the  previous  year's  level  and  only  58.5  percent  of 
the  I96I-65  average. 

Changes  in  total  hide  production  in  1970  only  emphasized  the  graduality  of 
changes  in  total  supply.     Declines  of  about  1  million  pieces  in  each  of  three 
countries — the  United  States ,  Argentina,  and  Brazil — largely  were  offset  by  a 
recovery  in  Soviet  production  of  2.1  million  pieces  in  1970.     However,  produc- 
tion in  the  USSR  still  is  substantially  below  the  levels  attained  in  I967  and 
1968. 

Estimates  for  1971  world  cattle  hide  production  in  the  major  producing  nations 
show  a  small  increase  to  178.5  million  pieces.     This  near  stagnation  was  caused 
by  the  small  increase  in  U.S.  hide  production  of  just  over  1  percent  to  ^1.9 
million  pieces  and  a  sharp  decrease  of  nearly  22  percent  in  Argentine  produc- 
tion to  an  estimated  10  million  pieces . 

Estimates  of  1972  production  suggest  that  cattle  hide  production  will  expand  to 
a  new  world  record  total  of  about  iQk  million  pieces.     U.S.  production  should 
jump  some  3.5  percent  to  US.S  million  pieces,  reflecting  estimates  of  sharply 
increased  numbers  of  cattle  on  feed  in  the  spring.     Argentine  cattle  production 
is  expected  to  recover,  although  not  fully,  to  pre-1971  levels  and  cattle  hide 
production  may  rise  to  about  12.5  million  pieces.    However,  this  prediction  may 
be  optimistic  and  presupposes  that  Argentina  will  be  able  to  successfully 
resolve  its  serious  economic  problems.     If  it  cannot,  and  cattlemen  hold  back 
their  stock,  cattle  hide  production  could  remain  at  about  1971  levels. 

From' the  early  1960's  to  1970  cattle  hide  production  inched  upward  at  the  rate 

of  about  2  percent  annually.    Weather  and  economic  conditions  will  continue  to 

cause  wider  national  fluctuations,  but  substantial  changes  in  this  past  rate  of 
growth  of  total  hide  and  skin  availabilities  are  unlikely. 

Trade  in  Cattle  Hides 

Following  a  substantial  6.1  percent  increase  in  exports  from  a  group  of  speci- 
fied countries  in  I969,  preliminary  estimates  of  exports  show  another  increase 
of  2.2  percent  in  1970.     Exports  in  1970  of  2.25  billion  pounds  represent  a 
35.2  percent  increase  over  the  average  I96I-65  exports  of  1.66  million  pounds 
from  these  same  major  exporters.     The  steady  increase  in  worldwide  cattle 
slaughter  and  strong  demand  from  the  world's  tanners  and  leather  industry  have 
fos.tered  trade  expansion.

The  United  States  and  Argentina  continued  to  dominate  export  trade  vith  a  combined 
56  percent  of  the  total.     However,  while  this  dominance  was  shared  by  the  United 
States  with  3^  percent  and  Argentina  with  22  percent  during  the  I96I-65  period,  the 
U.S.  share  reached  hi  percent  and  the  Argentine  share  dropped  to  15  percent  in  1970. 
In  absolute  terms,  U.S.  exports  have  risen  63  percent  since  the  base  period  to  928 
million  pounds  in  1970  and  those  of  Argentina  have  declined  by  9  percent  to  338 
million  pounds. 

Australia  continued  to  forge  ahead  in  cattle  hide  exports  which  increased  11  percent 
in  1970  from  I969  to  a  new  high  of  15^  million  pounds.     There  is  little  doubt  that 
Australia  will  play  an  increasingly  important  role  in  world  hide  exports.  West 
Germany's  exports  expanded  sharply  to  1U5  million  pounds  and  those  of  France  fell 
slightly  to  12k  million.     Other  major  exporters  in  order  of  importance  in  1970  were 
Canada,  the  Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 
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Japan,  taking  k66  million  pounds,  and  Italy,  taking  395  million,  maintained 
their  positions  as  the  world's  major  cattle  hide  importers  in  1970.  Between 
them,  they  accounted  for  most  of  the  expansion  in  cattle  hide  imports  by  the 
major  importing  nations  since  the  early  1960's.     The  USSR,  vhose  imports  of 
cattle  hides  fluctuate  markedly  with  the  requirements  of  its  state-controlled 
economy,  imported  l80  million  pounds  during  1970.     Other  major  importers  during 
the  year  were  West  Germany,  Mexico,  the  Netherlands,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia, 
the  United  Kingdom,  Yugoslavia,  and  Spain.     With  the  exception  of  Italy  and 
Spain,  which  must  import  a  substantial  amount  of  cattle  hides,  most  of  the  West 
European  countries  are  both  prominent  exporters  and  importers  of  cattle  hides , 
but  are  not  veiy  significant  to  world  trade  on  a  net  basis. 

United  States .     Since  1953,  the  United  States  has  been  a  net  exporter  of  cattle 
hides.     Increased  slaughter,  expanded  domestic  use  of  leather  substitutes, 
increasing  finished  leather  good'  imports,  and  a  stagnant  domestic  shoe 
industry  have  made  the  United  States  an  important  net  exporter  of  hides . 

In  1970,  the  United  accounted  for  928  million  pounds  of  exports  to  the  60 
specified  countries.     This  represents  only  a  1.2  percent  increase  over  the 
previous  year.     During  1970,  Japan  purchased  ^0.8  percent  of  U.S.  cattle  hide, 
exports,  virtually  the  same  quantity  as  during  the  2  previous  years.  Mexico 
was  second  in  importance  with  13.^  percent  of  the  total  and  the  USSR  third  with 
9.8  percent.     Canada  with  5  percent  and  West  Germany  with  ^.7  percexit  followed. 
The  remainder  was  shared  largely  by  the  countries  of  East  and  West  Europe.  The 
combined  total  of  the  USSR,  Romania,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  and  Yugoslavia 
increased  from  16.6  percent  in  1969  to  20.0  percent  in  1970.     Thus,  three- 
fourths  of  cattle  hide  exports  from  the  United  States  were  taken  by  Japan, 
Mexico,  the  USSR,  and  Eastern  Europe  in  1970. 

U.S.   cattle  hide  exports  increased  6.2  percent  in  1971 5  reaching  986  million 
million  pounds.     As  in  past  years,  the  major  market  was  Japan,  followed  by 
Mexico  and  the  USSR.     Whole  cattle  hide  exports  decreased  3  percent  to  Japan 
and  16  percent  to  the  USSR;  exports  increased  7  percent  to  Mexico,  I6  percent 
to  Canada,  and  22k  percent  to  Spain,  thus  raising  it  to  the  status  as  the  fifth 
largest  U.S.  market,  just  behind  Canada.     With  the  exception  of  Yugoslavia,  the 
East  European  countries  all  increased  their  purchase  of  U.S.   cattle  hides. 

Argentina.     Prior  to  I96O,  Argentina  was  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  cattle 
hides.     Since  then,  Argentine  exports  have  declined.     Its  share  of  world 
exports  from  20  specified  countries  declined  from  22  percent  in  I96I-65  to  only 
15  percent  in  1970.     Estimates  of  exports  for  1971  show  that  the  United  States 
exported  three  times  as  many  cattle  hides  as  Argentina.     In  actual  amounts, 
they  dropped  from  an  average  of  373  million  pounds  during  I96I-65  to  338  million 
pounds  in  1970. 

Although  Italy's  imports  declined  markedly  from  1970,  it  led  with  17  percent  of 
Argentina's  exports  of  cattle  hides  in  1971-     Poland  followed  with  16  percent 
and  the  USSR,  Romania,  and  Hungary  took  between  10  and  11  percent  each. 
Argentina  remains  dependent  on  the  European  market  which  takes  over  90  percent 
of  its  cattle  hide  exports.     In  1970  imports  by  East  European  countries, 
including  the  USSR,  rose  to  58  percent  from  h6  percent  in  I969.     However,  this 
is  on  a  par  with  levels  reached  in  the  early  1960's. 
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Precise  data  are  not  available,  but  Argentina's  exports  may  have  fallen  even 
further,  perhaps  by  50  percent,  in  1971;  hovever,  this  results  partially  from 
the  hide  quota  to  non-LAFTA  countries  and  partly  from  the  emphasis  given  to 
exports  of  leather. 

Future  exports  vill  be  influenced  directly  by  Argentina's  ability  to  expand 
its  beef  production.     This  "will  depend  upon  resolution  of  Argentina's  serious 
economic  problems  and  restoration  of  confidence  among  cattle  producers. 

Japan.     Japan  continued  its  dominant  position  as  the  world's  major  importer  of 
cattle  hides  among  the  l8  selected  countries  ,  accounting  for  22  percent  of  all 
imports  in  1970,  followed  by  Italy  with  19  percent.     As  a  small  producer  of 
cattle,  Japan  is  dependent  on  imported  cattle  hides  for  its  large  domestic 
requirements  aD.d  for  its  export  industry.     Despite  the  inroads  of  synthetic 
products,  Japan's  dynamic  economy  has  generated  increasing  requirements  for 
imported  hides. 

Japan  remains  dependent  on  the  United  States  for  cattle  hides.     Japan's  imports 
from  the  United  States  rose  to  82  percent  of  total  imports  in  1970,  with 
Australia  supplying  about  10  percent  and  Canada  and  New  Zealand  most  of  the 
remainder.     Although  Japan  is  trying    to  diversify  its  sources  of  various  raw 
materials,  the  size  of  its  requirements  and  the  availabilities  of  cattle  hides 
will  preclude  significant  changes  in  import  patterns. 

Italy .     France  replaced  Argentina  as  Italy's  major  supplier  of  cattle  hides  in 
1970 5  accounting  for  I8  percent  compared  with  ih  percent  for  Argentina.  East 
Germany,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Brazil,  the  United  States,  and  New 
Zealand  also  were  significant  suppliers  among  Italy's  widely  diversified 
sources . 

Italy's  steady  increase  in  cattle  hide  imports  through  I969  was  ba^ed  on  its 
success  in  exporting  fashionable  shoes  and  other  finished  leather  products . 
Imports  that  year  reached  a  record  ^+^3  million  pounds  and  then  fell  to  395 
million  in  1970.     Given  the  combination  of  slack  economic  conditions  and 
restriction  on  increases  of  shoe  exports  to  the  U.S.  market,  it  is  doubtful 
that  Italian  demand  for  cattle  hides  will  resume  its  past  dynamic  growth. 

USSR .     Soviet  imports  of  cattle  hides  surged  ahead  38  percent  in  1970  to  an 
equivalent  of  I80  million  pounds .     This  was  about  equal  to  the  import  level  of 
the  early  1960's  but  under  the  record  298  million  pounds  of  I967.     The  predict- 
ability of  State  purchases  has  caused  sharp  fluctuations  in  imports.  Neverthe- 
less, the  USSR  has  remained  the  world's  third  largest  importer  of  cattle  hides, 
behind  Japan  and  Italy. 

The  United  States  maintained  its  predominant  position  as  supplier  of  Soviet 
demand  for  cattle  hides  with  60  percent  of  the  market.     Argentina  supplied  31 
percent  with  most  of  the  remainder  coming  from  Western  Europe.

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Relatively  low  cattle  production  in  the  Soviet  Union  has  kept  it  dependent  on 
imports  of  cattle  hides  for  footwear  and  other  leather  goods.     Ihe  USSR  has 
placed  strong  emphasis  on  expanding  livestock  production  but  the  time  required 
for  expansion  in  beef  production  makes  certain  continued  dependence  on  foreign 
sources  of  cattle  hides.     Economic  and  political  factors  are  expected  to  cause 
continued  vide  fluctuations  in  the  quantity  and  source  of  imports. 

Other  Importing  Countries .     West  Germany  with  7  percent  of  the  market,  and 
Mexico  and  the  Netherlands  with  5  percent  each,  follow  the  "Big  Three"  import- 
ers.    A  number  of  East  and  West  European  nations  import  3  or  ^  percent  of  the 
total.     The  United  States  imports  about  1  percent.     Most  U.S.   imports  are  from 
Canada. 

Calf  Skin  Production 

Production  of  calf  skins  declined  from  a  I96I-65  average  of  32.9  million  pieces 
in  25  specified  coimtries  to  28.6  million  pieces  in  1970.     Sharp  reductions  in 
calf  skin  production  were  again  experienced  in  the  United  States,  where  1970 
production  of  ^.9  million  pieces  was  only  59  percent  of  average  output  during 
the  I96I-65  period.     Argentina  produced  k,9  million  calf  skins,  followed 
closely  by  France  with  ^4.0  million.     Together,  these  three  countries  produce  ^8 
percent  of  the  total  from  the  specified  nations.     Other  significant  producers 
of  calf  skins,  with  estimated  1970  production  of  between  2.2  million  and  800,000 
pieces,  are  Poland,  New  Zealand,  West  Germany,  Australia,  Italy,  Spain,  Canada, 
and  Czechoslovakia. 

More  calves  are  being  grain  or  grass-fed  and  slaughtered  as  mature  cattle  than 
in  the  past.     The  steady  decline  in  U.S.  production  of  calf  skins  parallels  this 
trend.     With  cattle  feeding  likely  to  continue  its  importance  in  the  United 
States  and  to  increase  elsewhere,  further  declines  in  calf  skins  may  be 
expected.     Other  factors  contributing  to  the  smaller  supply  of  calf  skins  are 
the  decline  in  North  American .dairy  herds  and  a  West  European  shift  in  prefer- 
ence to  beef  from  veal. 

Trade  in  Calf  and  Kip  Skins 

Increased  exports  in  1970  from  the  Netherlands,  France,  and  New  Zealand  raised 
total  exports  in  a  group  of  8  selected  countries  above  I969  levels  but  still 
below  1967  and  I968.     The  Netherlands,  with  exports  of  3.9  million  calf  and  kip 
skins,  and  France  with  2.4  million,  continued  to  dominate  the  export  trade. 
The  strong  European  demand  for  veal  accounts  for  the  availability  of  calf  and 
kip  skins  and  for  the  concentration  of  important  export  trade  in  this  area. 

Significant  trends  in  this  export  trade  since  the  I96I-65  period  are  the  decline 
in  the  importance  of  the  United  States  from  2.3  million  pieces  to  only  1.3  mil- 
lion in  19 70;  France  maintained  its  exports  with  2.2  million  in  the  earlier 
period  and  2.4  in  1970;  and  the  Netherlands  nearly  tripled  its  exports  from  1.5 
million  to  3.9  million  in  1970.     As  the  Netherlands  has  become  an  important 
European  veal  supplier,  its  availability  of  calf  and  kip  skins  for  export  has 
increased.

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In  1969  Spain  emerged  as  the  major  importer  of  calf  and  kip  skins  iDut  its 
imports  declined  sharply  in  1970  to  I7.6  million  pounds  from  30.5  million  in 
the  previous  year.     Italy,  Japan,  and  West  Germany  maintained  their  positions 
as  the  largest  traditional  importers  of  calf  and  kip  skins.     U.S.  imports  con- 
tinued to  decline  and  amounted  to  only  6.5  million  pounds  in  1970,  dovn  from  an 
average  of  19.8  million  in  the  I96I-65  period. 

Outlook 

U.S.  prices  of  cattle  hides  remained  lov  during  1970,  averaging  only  12.5^ 
cents  per  pound  for  heavy  native  steers;  however,  the  average  rose  to  lU.30 
cents  during  1971  "with  sharp  increases  registered  at  yearend.     The  December 
average  was  16.7I  cents  and  January,  1972  prices  ranged  over  I8.OO  cents. 
These  developments  sharply  focused  interest  of  producers,  packers,  tanners, 
shoe  manufacturers,  and  consumers  on  the  outlook  for  cattle  hides  and  on  pos- 
sible future  developments  in  supply  availabilities  and  prices. 

The  U.S.  supply  is  expected  to  expand  by  3.5  percent  in  1972.     Other  countries 
generally  are  expected  to  show  steady  growth  in  their  cattle  production.  How- 
ever, if  Argentine  production  does  not  recover  substantially,  supplies  could 
be  tight;  conversely,  should  Argentina  recover  to  perhaps  12.5  million  cattle 
skins,  pressure  on  world  supplies  could  ease. 

Import  demand  in  1972  will  depend  on  a  variety  of  factors  including  the  size  of 
the  pipeline  and  stocks,  fashion  trends,  and  economic  progress  in  the  United 
States  5  Western  Europe,  and  Japan.     Furthermore,  the  vagaries  of  demand  from 
the  Communist  countries  never  can  be  assessed  accurately. 

Taking  these  factors  together,  it  would  appear  that  some  easing  in  prices  may 
occur  about  midyear.  However,  the  many  variables  involved  easily  could  upset 
any  early  predictions. 
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
